WSO AKI: WORKINGMEN? 
Tile formation of various poii tical clubs 
and jiarties under the title of “ working­ 
men,''calls forth the question as to who is I 
workingman ? The question is by no means 
one cf mere hair-splitting and fancy, bot 
Is one which has puzzled the leaders of 
almost nil these workingmen's parties. 
During the presidential campaign, there 
Wore, lur instance, in Chicago, fixe regu­ 
larly organ'zjd and entirely distinct par­ 
ties, each claiming to be made up of work- 
legmen, and each antagonistic to the oth­ 
er. One claimed that none but those who 
worked by brawn and brute strength, and 
who thus earned their daily bread by the 
sweat of their brows should be recognized 
as wo:wingmen. Haying drawn this line 
they found themselves in a dilemma, for 
nominations were necessary, and a ticket 
had to be formed. 
To nominate a 
for County Judge, who knew not bing of 
law, no matter 
how honest or ener­ 
getic he might be, would only subject the 
party lo ridicule, and so lo regard to other 
dikes. To nominate a shoveller to the 
office of Clerk of the Supreme Court would 
b J to make a farce of the whole matter. 
It therefore became necessary to nominate 
professional men lor certain of the offices, 
and then the party presented the strange 
phenomenon of putting to the front men 
outside ol their party, and leaving their 
own representatives in tne rear. 
To remedy this apparent contradiction 
between the platlorm and the ticket, an ­ 
other party endeavored to lortn, granting 
admission to everyone who was earning a 
livelihood by personal work, whether that 
work was of brawn or brain. 
This party 
sought 
to 
include 
as 
workingmen, 
not only those who handled the shovel, 
the plane, and the hammer, but also book* 
keepers, clerks, salesmen, aud even profes­ 
sional men. The moment that the bars 
were let down so as to admit the entrance 
of all who earned an income by the use of 
the braiD, the distinction between the 
workingmen's party and other parties was, 
as far as any class distinctions were con­ 
cerned, wholly obliterated,and the party 
had no individuality or issue to Inspire it. 
r^uch are a few of the difficulties of es­ 
tablishing or maintaining any working­ 
men's parly. The lawyer who is faithful 
to his profession is as much a working mao 
as is the commonest laborer. The porter 
in the store who is promoted to salesman, 
becomes no less a workingman, if he is 
faithful to his employer's interests. 
Again, iu this country, as in no other, 
the classes of s >cicty arc changing. 
Ile 
who to-day handles the spade,to-morrow 
may hire others to bindle it, and become 
an employer, instead of an employe. The 
largest iron works in the country are now 
conducted by men who were a few years 
ago puddlers and moulders. 
For these 
and many other reasons, no workingmen’s 
party 
can 
hope 
for 
more 
than 
a 
brief 
life, 
and 
even 
that brief life must be subject to finch 
cjnetant changes as to render it ineffective. 
That labor has many reasons for complaint 
none can deny, but it is more feasible and 
more expedient that the remedy should be 
sought and given, through parties having 
broader and more substantial platforms, 
and hav ing more effective and permanent 
organ ;z Allons. 
The interests ot labor should be cared 
for constantly and carefully, and all abases 
should be promptly remedied, but from the 
experience of those distinctive working­ 
men's parties which have been formed in 
the past, only to die out altogether, or 
change in name and purpose, it seems that 
the surest and speediest way for labor to 
obtain and preserve Its rights Is by work­ 
ing with and through some party having 
more tbau one plank in its platform. As in 
the past so in the future, the one-plank 
platforms are t03 narrow, and tilt too 
easily.

London, May 30.—The Herald corre­ 
spondent in St. Petersburg telegraphs un­ 
der date of yesterday as follows: “Prince 
Gortschakoff is in a delicate state of health 
and occasionally suffers much.

He 
still takes a deep interest in public affairs, 
and watches the progress of the negotia­ 
tions almost aa closely as when in good 
health. The Emperor has evidently made 
up his mind that there is good ground for 
the hope of a peaceful solution as a result 
of the negotiations now pending. 
He has 
given orders to prepare a grand theatrical 
representation to take place on the procla­ 
mation of peace and in honor of that 
event.* * 
London, May 29.—There bas been a new 
dissension in the cabinet on the closing 
point of the negotiations for the congress, 
a reunion being established by Sir Stafford 
Northoote threatening to resign. 
Only at the last moment did Russia agree 
to submit the treaty as a whole, but not 
until a mutual understand mg had been ar­ 
rived at on certain details not to be dis­ 
puted by cither side.

POTTER’S REVOLUTION.

W ashington, May 29.—Alexander H 
Stephens, of Georgia, has replied to the 
allusions to him contained in the idler of 
Mr. Clarkson N. Potter, in a communica­ 
tion to the Washington Post, which is 
given below: 
N a tio n a l H o te l, May 23, 1873. 
“I Douce in the issue of your paper this 
morning a letter from Hon. Clarkson N. 
Potter, of the House, in response to the in­ 
quiries of ooe of his correspondents in re­ 
lation to the passage of his resolution in 
regard to the appointment of a committee 
to investigate the frauds in tho late i’resi- 
dentlai election, etc., which uotonly justi­ 
fies but requires some public notice by me. 
So far as tne letter relates to me aud my 
acts ia connection therewith, this notice 
will be as brief as possible, aud with ail 
due respect to Mr. Potter, ame J for him 
personally I entertain sentiments of high 
esteem. That portion of his letter to which 
I wish chiefly to reply Is contained in the 
following words, expressed by him to his 
correspon dent: 
“You ask mc why Mr. Stephens was 
howled down. The howling was by the 
newspapers to interrupt the pending order 
of business by a motion or a statement that I vote down the previous question, and allow 
requires a unanimous consent, aud every I Mr. listener any Republican, to offer just 
such an amendment for the enlargement of 
the investigation as they might see fit. It 
was then that Mr. Potter declined to with­ 
draw his call or allow me the three min­ 
utes. He said it was from no disrespect to 
me, but that be could not do it, as he was 
acting under instructions. 
Whether Mr. 
Potter had communicated to others the 
purport of my note, or because he had 
determined that I should not be heard up­ 
on the subject, I do not know ; but I cer­ 
tainly ha-1 not suggested In that note that 
the Democrats should do anything else 
than receive all amendments or additional 
propositions for investigation that might 
be offered from any quarter. 
“Second, Mr. Potter seems, to confound 
bis dates. He speaks of what occurred 
when he rose to make a proposition to 
Mr. Hale, as if done upon the second day 
upon which I asked to address the House. 
In this he is mistaken. His proposition to 
Mr. Hale was on the next day (Friday) 
and had no connection whatever with the 
proceedings in which I was denied a hear­ 
ing- 
“Third, Mr. Potter’s reasons for refusing 
Mr. Hale’s amendment appear to me to be 
singular and most untenable. 
He says it 
was because it wa9 not germane. 
Why it 
was not germane I can’t see. 
AU frauds, 
it would seem to me, are of a kindred char­ 
acter. 
They are all the same class of 
en mc 3, belong to the same family, and 
differ only in character and degree. 
If a 
fraudulent electoral count in Florida was 
germane to a like fraudulent count lo Lou­ 
isiana, why is not a like fraudulent count 
in Oregon or any other State equally ger­ 
mane to the proposition to investigate 
frauds ? 
“Fourth, Mr. Potter justifies his course 
in refusing an investigation into the frauds 
alleged in Mr. Hale’s amendment, because 
bu said: ‘We understood it contained re­ 
citals to which we can’t assent, and which 
would have forced U9 to vote against our 
own resolutions.’ 
“This seems to me again to Le an unten­ 
able reason. In the first place, in allowing 
Mr. Hale to offer an amendment, whatever 
recitals it might baye bad by no means 
committed the House to the truth of its al­ 
legations. 
It would only have allowed 
him to make them good, if be could. 
“Fifth, Mr. Potter insists that the object 
was not, and is not, to attack the title of 
Mr. Hayes.

M. Victor Maignan’a “Aux Antilles.** 
The child of colored parent of different 
tints, such as (quadroon and mulatto, or 
mulatto and black, will be nearer the tint 
of the darker parent, lf both parents are 
of the same color, the child will be a shade 
darker, and, singularly enongh, the second 
will be darker than the first, the third 
darker than the second, and so to the last. 
In other words, a colored community, left 
to itself, is fatally destined to return to the 
original African black after a limited num­ 
ber of generations. Thus, while each new 
alliance with an individual of pure Cauca­ 
sian blood brings the negro a step nearer 
to the white standard, the reverse is the

A S e a r c h in g P a r ty to B e S e n t O a t to 
L ook fo r Trace* o f H im . 
New York San. 
The schooner Eothen, now on the dry 
dock at the foot of Stanton street, is to be 
fitted up soon for an expedition to the 
Arctic regions in search of the records and 
remains of Sir John Franklin. The vessel 
belongs to Morrison & Brown, shipping 
merchants of this city, who had contem­ 
plated tor some time the fitting out of an 
expedition of this kind. Their first thought 
of this was in 1872, when Captain Barry, 
in charge of their schooner, the Leisure, 
returned after having been shipwrecked. 
Ie saw only four weeks of open water in 
the twenty -six months of his sojourn among 
the Arctic regions. While frozen in among 
the Ice floes, Captain Barry was visited by 
a number of Esquimaux. 
Two of these, 
rom the Natchilias tribe of King William 
and, who had come to trade, showed him 
nine spoons which bore the crest of Sir 
John Franklin, Captain Crozier, and Cap­ 
tain James. 
Mr. Morrison at the time of 
the arrival of the Leisure was at New Bed­ 
ford. When ne made known the fact that 
Sir John Franklin's spoons had been found 
the whole town turned out. 
The Esqui­ 
maux had told Captain Bairy that where 
these relics were found there were plenty 
more, and that books were buried where 
these had been tound. 
Mr. Henry Grinnell, who had been in­ 
terested in previous expeditions, went to 
New Brunswick and examined the spoons, 
and a short time afterward Lady Franklin 
offered a reward of £2,000 for the recovery 
of her husband’s body. 
Captain Barry came home again after a 
voyage, and brought with him another 
spoon which had been brought to him by 
an Esquimaux. This he gave to Mrs. Mor­ 
rison. The native who gave it to him 
told him that about seven hundred miles 
away there were plenty of relics left by the 
white men, and among them a number of 
books. Atter numerous consultations with 
Chief Justice Daly, of the Geographical 
society, of which Mr. Morrison is a mem­ 
ber, it was decided that an expedition 
should be fitted out from this city to search 
for the remains of Sir John Franklin expe* 
dition. 
The schooner will be ready in a week. 
Her crew will consist of twenty men, un­ 
der Captain Barry, and the searching party 
will be under the command of Lieutenant 
Schwatka, of the United States Army, who 
bas been granted an indefinite leave of ab­ 
sence to command the party of searchers. 
To aid the expedition, a concert is to be 
given at Steioway hail on the evening of 
the 22J.
